Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

Claim 1 is independent claim. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1, the present invention from the current application discloses a method of 
automatic white balance comprising " determining an illuminant source by identifying a 
predefined white area of a color space diagram having a highest number of pixels, and 
determining a gain adjustment based on said average R value, said average G value, and said 
average B value of a highest number of pixels". 

The closest prior art such as Hyodo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,952,225), which is recorded 
on the IDS filed on 05/27/08, discloses a method for automatic white balance in which the 
entire image plane is divided into a plurality of areas (e.g., 64.times.64), and average integrated 
values of R , G, B signals in the respective areas are found to thereby find a ratio R/G between 
the integrated value of the R signal and the integrated value of the G signal and a ratio B/G 
between the integrated value of the B signal and the integrated value of the G signal (step S16). 
An integration circuit calculates the average integrated values of the R, G, B signals in each area, 
and the average integrated values. 

However, from the prior art above, including an updated electronic text search, fails to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
